1. Heterosexual risk is made up of two sub-categories, (1) HRH [High Risk Heterosexual]: Males and females whose sexual 
partners are known to be HIV-infected or at high risk for HIV.  The partners meet one of the following criteria: a history of sexual 
contact with bi-sexual males (for females), IDU, hemophiliacs, HIV+ transfusion recipients or other HIV+ persons of unknown 
risk and (2) PH [Presumed Heterosexual]-female: Females whose only reported risk is heterosexual contact, and their male 
partners' risk and HIV status are unknown. **In the male subset, all cases in the heterosexual category are HRH because the 
PH-Female category is not applicable to males.

2. Undetermined risk is made up of two sub-categories, (1) PH [Presumed Heterosexual]-Male: Males whose only reported risk 
is heterosexual contact, and their female partners' risk and HIV status are unknown and (2) Unknown: Males and Females with 
no identified risk. **In the female subset, all cases in the undetermined category of unknown risk because the PH-Male category 
is not applicable to females.
